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At Elba Recommended 
In Grand Jury Report 


The Clipper carries in an- 
other column today the full re- 
port of the grand jury at the 
recent term of Circuit Court. 
One recommendation of the 
jury was that the present court 
house is inadequate for the 
transaction of the county’s bus- 
iness, and for the proper func- 
tioning of the courts of the 
county. 

The jury recommended that 
the Commissioners Court take 
steps at once for the enlarge- 
ment of the building, suggest- 
ing that two wings or annexes 
be added one to the North and 
another to the South. This 
would give an abundance of 
room for, not only the county 
officials some of whom are very 
much crowded in their present 
quarters, but would.also give 
more room forthe grand jury, 
petit juries, witness rooms, and 
for additional and more ade- 
quate sanitary connections. 

County officials have long 
realized the need for a larger 
building at Elba. Judge Carn- 
ley in conversation with a 
Clipper representative stated 
that he was heartily in favor of 
enlarging the building, but the 
matter had not yet been 
brought to the attention of the 
commissioners court. It is very 
probable that. the matter will 
be brought up at the term of 
commissioners court which con- 
venes next Monday.
